The American Ambassader, Mr. Harvey. in proposing the Prince’s 
peabsh, referred tothe fact that the Grot Prince of Wales was 
called the “Black Prince’? and usid in shis instance they knew thel 
Prince was a “white man.” He edded: > So let us emulate the 
ancient custom and designate His Highness the ‘/White Prince.” 

The Prince of Wales. responding, saic that when Americans and 
British got together like this they came out belter Anglo-Saxons rhan 
before.

Sbanghai, March 2.
